The lately apparent awakening of 
the citizens of the city to the great 
need of an opera house and conven­ 
tion hall for Ada has at last affect­ 
ed a plan whereby (chere

may be constructed over the city hall, 
which shall be utilized as a conven­ 
tion hall and opera house. 
The mayor and individuals of the 
city council have certified that they 
would enter into a contract with any 
responsible company of local citi­ 
zens, who would construct the third 
story over the n r hall in approved 
manner and h:v; .ftmious 
with 
the 
architecture of the present proposed I 
structure to afford in return the priv-1 
liege ot a ninety-nine year lease ten­ 
ure for a nominal rental iii return. 
Since such regard for the public good 
is evinced by the city council, it is 
considered bv many that there should 
at this time be exercised by the citi­ 
zens the most liberal public spirit 
that there might l>e secured what is 
really a public necessity, and a ne­ 


cessity which could have no chance 
of feeing supplied except this one op­ 
portunity is grasped, 
that 
of 
con­ 
st! ne ing an opera house and general 
auditorium over the city hall. 
Such a convention hall with #bal- 
cony ah is proposed will afford a 
seating capacity of seventeen hundred 
people. 
The cost of the third story 
finished complete will be $3,750 more 
or less. 
The present architectural design of 
the city hall may not only he car­ 
ried out in all symmetry with the ad­ 
ditional story, but mon1, 
the added 
height will afford in many respects a 
more attractive structure and the re­ 
sult will be added credit and more 
prestige to the city. 
Ada. shortly, of course, will be a 
city or 10,000 people, when there will 
be 
required 
for 
city 
purposes 
a 
larger home than the present contract 
proposes. I nder a proper contract, 
the city could then take over dhe 
third story property, thereby being 
relieved of the necessity of rebuilding 
hall or erecting a new one, such 
as Oklahoma City, Muskogee. Shaw­ 
nee and other Oklahoma cities have 
brsn required to do. 
Ada has no opera house or con­ 
vention hall. There probably is not 
another city of such size in the south­ 
west with out some sort of pu-blic 
hall accommodation. A suggestion of 
the added responsibility of the city 
to supply such a public necessity is 
included in the fact 
that 
President 
Briles of the East Central State .Nor­ 
mal has offered to j>ay any manage­ 
ment of respectable opera house in 
Ada $100.00 for the accommodation 
of a lyceum course of five numbers 
during next term, which he desires to 
bring here in the interest 
of 
his 
school and for the general public edi­ 
fication. 
It will be a year lief ore the slate 
normal college with its auditorium 
will have been completed. 
The seat­ 


ing capacity of the auditorium of tin* 
High school is ndt more than two 
hundred. Duty to the state normal 
along with the general public needs 
emphasizes the present necessity that 
the citizens of Ada take advantage of 
the city’s offer ’by subscribing to (the 
opera house and convention hall con­ 
struction fund.

dians, to get congress to allow the 
sale of the 5,000,000 acres of segre­ 
gated coal lands 
in 
the Ohoctaw- 
Chickasaw country, will be made at 
Coalgate September 6 aud 7, accord­ 
ing to Representative G. E. Jahn, who 
was in Guthrie asking the presence 
of Governor Haskell at the confer­ 
ence.

cenery, United States senators have 
excelled. One greed has linked itself 
with another far the satisfaction of 
both, and the twain have made preda­ 
tory terms with other twain, until 
practically the wrhole senate became 
an organized conspiracy against the 
consuming masses. Some have had 
the sense of shame to attempt con­ 
cealment Ivehind sophistries that are 
an affront to the average intelligence, 
while others have displayed merely 
that quality of courage and honesty 
(that is described by the word bra­ 
zen. Not only has greed conspired 
with greed, but It lias not stopped 
short of any trick that promised 
success, and not even the prestidigital 
art that constitutes The shell game 
has been beyond the stoop of some of 
these grave and reverend seignors. 
The closing events, we repeat, make 
a fitting finale and give us reason to 
rejoice that it is ended.

The Ninth General Council of the 
Pan-Presbyterian Alliance recently in 
session for ten days in New York 
was a notable gathering. The open­ 
ing sermon by James D. Moffatt, D. 
D., president of the Washington and 
Jefferson college, struck a note of 
modernity tempered with conserva­ 
tism that recognized the living pres­ 
ent as well as reverenced the dead 
past. 
It was a sober plea for an 
open mind, the broadest avision, and 
the readjustment of "I ,.owledge to 
the newest truth. Beliefs, the preach 
er claimed, are important only as 
they affect character. 
Vibrant 
with 
the same message 
was the 
initial address of 
Presi­ 
dent I. Oswald Dykes, D.D., of Cam­ 
bridge. England. God is ever beck­ 
oning His people onward, he said. 
Religion can not stand still while 
science is advancing. 
A colossal figure in the Council, 
a sort of balance-wheel keeping the 
discussion of great rheological ques­ 
tions between violent extremes, was 
James 
Orr, 
D.O., 
of 
Glasgow, 
whose trenchant pen and public ad­ 
dresses have won hint a foremost 
place in modern thought. 
John Calvin, of course, was not 
lost sight of, in view* of the char­ 
acter of the occasion, and still more 
in view of the fact that the four- 
hundredth anniversary of the birth 
of that father of Presbyterianism is 
this year t»eing celebrated. He loom­ 
ed up large, but some of the sharp­ 
er angularities of his doctrinal sys­ 
tem were softened and rounded, less, 
however, by elimination than by mod­ 
ifying additions. 
Th four hundred delegates pres­ 
ent wrestled manfully with the live 
issues of rho times. Great enterprises 
and vital interests f^re debated. Ed­ 
ucational, social, ti. logical, and re­ 
ligious, affecting many lands and di­ 
verse races, particularly the less fa­ 
vored on missionary fields. 
The re­ 
cital of successes in the work be­ 
ing done evoked the deepest grati­ 
tude and kindled the liveliest hopes. 
The spirit of ninon and co-operation 
animating the Council was full of 
promise 
for 
the 
future. 
But the 
supreme significance of the 
whole 
was the evidence of the unimpaired 
vitality of 
the 
church 
of 
Jesus 
Christ and its unabated devotion to 
rhe gigantic tasks to which It has 
put its hand. The ark of God is safe. 
The world is rolling into the light, 
turning all its sides toward the Sun 
of Righteousness. By the time the 
general 
council meets 
again.* four 
years hence in Aberdeen, Scotland. 
it will 'be able to register greater 
progress than evre in the fortunes 
and forces of the kingdom.

Washington, D. C.. Aug. 5, 1909.— 
“The cotton crop in the south this 
year will lie 1,500.000 bales short of 
last year.” 
iHarvie Jordan, of Atlanta. Ga., pres­ 
ident of the Southern Cotton associa­ 
tion who is at present in Washington 
is responsible for the above state­ 
ment. 
“The cotton crop in the south is in 
a very critical condition," said Mr. 
Jordan, “and the best estimates that 
have been made concerning the crop 
of Texas place the output at 2.500.000 
liales. as 
compared 
with 
4,000,000 
bales last year. 
“Conditions in The cotton area are 
unusual. West of the Mississippi riv­ 
er there has been a lack of mois­ 
ture while east of the river there 
has been a deluge of rain. The pros­ 
pects for a good crop in Louisiana 
are exceedingly poor while the com 
ditions in Mississippi are worse, if 
anything. Things look a little iietter 
in Georgia. North Carolina and South 
Carolina but even 
there they are 
below norrmal. I look for extremely 
high prices for cotton this fall.” 
Mr. Jordan has but little faith in 
the government reports on the cotton 
crop and thinks that something is 
radically wrong when the department 
of agriculture has been obliged to 
change its estimate as to the acreage 
every year for the past fifteen years. 
More than 144.000 acres of land 
originally withdrawn by Secretary of 
Interior Garfield iii connection with 
various irrigation schemes under the 
Roosevelt policy of conservation, have 
been restored to entry by Acting Sec­ 
retary of Inferior Frank Pierce. 
Of this area 118.000 acres were 
originally withdrawn

19,200 acres in connection with the

Some Idea of the wonderful progress 
of the German navy is gained when 
one realizes that Vice-Admiral Rein­ 
hold von Werner, whose death is an­ 
nounced at the age of 84, saw prac­ 
tically the birth of that navy as we 
now know It. When the German fleet 
was sold 
by auction In 1852 Werner 
secured a commission In the new Prus­ 
sian navy, and during the war with 
Denmark he commanded one of th# 
three steam frigates, then the prin­ 
cipal ships of the Prussian navy. 
At 
the date of the formation of the feder­ 
al navy Werner wag director of dock­ 
yards at Danzig. 
In 1869, however, 
the deceased vice-admiral returned to 
active service, and at the time of his j 
retirement in 1878 he held the com 
mand of the Baltic station. 
He de­ 
voted the last 30 years of his life 
to . 
the patriotic task of popularizing th# 
idea of that sea power which he had 
seen grow from insignificant propor­ 
tions to a strength which has done so 
much to stimulate the shipbuilding of . 
other nations. He was a prolific writ­ 
er, and his authorship extended over J 
a long period. 
Even at the time of 
the Battle of Jasmund he attracted at­ 
tention by a work on th# 
Prussian 
navy, Its present and its future.
